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The City of West Plains hired Sapp Design Architects to
envision a 30-year Master Plan to maximize the Civic Center
for future generations.

The primary objective of the Master Plan is to determine the
most effective and efficient way to provide an exemplary
environment to benefit the community of West Plains. The
process was initiated with an analysis of the existing facility,
Including both conditions and utilization. A comprehensive
needs assessment was developed, and a plan for building
Improvements Is in process.

Our current objective is to gain global perspective from the
community to prioritize the needs.
